Capt. Poktkr. — C apt. Porter, of the gunboat 
K isex, who id reported as badly scalded by the 
bursting of his boat’s boiler, is a native of Louis- 
iana, bat entered the navy from Massachusetts in 
1823. lie is a son of the renowned Commodore 
Porter, who figured so prominently in the war cf 
1812. He h»9 been thirty- eight years in the ser- 
vice, and has seen twelve years sea duty, five 
years shore duty, and the rest of the time un- 
employed. Jib was last at sea in 18J0, ar.d was 
then and has been since until recently in com- 
mand of the sloop St. Mary’s. His commission 
as naval commander dates only since 1855. 
When the Mississippi flolilla was projected, he 
was detailed to the command of a gunboat. The 
Captain christened his boat the E*sex, afeer his 
father’s renowned vessel, and, Judging from pre- 
cedent, Capt. Porter is the “bull-dog", or fight- 
ing man of this expedition. He bas Dahlgren 
guns for his armament and delights in “dhelling.” 
Ho worked prodigiously getting his boat ready, 
and since then he has been cn ldng round, stir- 
ring np the rebels wherever he could find them. 

It was tbs beast of Commodore Perry tbit he 
built some of his vessels on Lake Erie in twenty- 
Hx days. Capt. Porter took the fern* boat Now 
Erf, completely stripped her of everything but 
\ba framework of her hull, acd entirely rernod 
died, rebuilt, and plar.ked her, strengthened her 
*ri<h additional timber* and knees, caulked her, 
put in bulkhead?, built strong and ample gun- 
decks, cased her hull with iron plates; in fact, 
constructed a new ves el, canyiog niae heavy 
guns, and Coated her out of her dock in fourteen 
chtys. The mechanics tell whh considerable zes: 
bow, on the fourteenth day, Capt. Porter, who 
load been crowding the work night and day, with- 
. ut giving notice, opened the gstss of the floating 
j ck, let on the water, and, to tho astonishment 
. t the industrious artisans aboard, the craft was 
in her element. 

Commodore Foote. — C ommodore Andrew II. 
Foote, who logalliotly led ths gunboats in the 
action at Fort Henry, is a native of Connecticut, 

; nd entered tho service from that State in 1S22 
i>i ice that time ho has bei.n continually in ser- 
vice, racking the whole time cf his nuval career 
extend over forty year*. He h still, bow ever, 
full cf tho firo and vlai of youth, acd is one cf 
the be»t spec men9cf the old sea dogs in America. 
»iver twenty years of bis time be Las been on 
cc*an service, cruising in almost every sea; ten 
years he bas been on nhora duty, and twenty years 
i f his time has been what is deiignated as unem- 
ployed. He received his commission as command- 
er in 1352, and wa9 last a f j^a in 3858. Since 
that time he has been cn service iu tho Brooklyn 
Navy Yard; but ab.u' eight months ego was as- 
signed to the duty of superintending the putting 
up of the gTeat Mississippi flotilla. Commodore 
Foote is known in the navy as one of its mos- ef- 
ficient cfficira, and distinguished himself greatly 
li China by the bombardment and breaching of a 
Chine e fort, tho fort, in all respect, n superior 
v. ork of masonry. The ff at called forth the praise 
of all foreign naval officers on that coast. Com- 
ntedore Foote h an affable gentleman, acd, a?

It is 
l.iimated that these two principal Sounds, 
Pamlico and Albemarle, receive twenty-eigh 1 
|undrcd to three thousand miles of navigable 
aters. Between the Eastern end of Albermarle 
, Rowell's Point and the outer sand reef runs 
furrituck Sound, and a few miles to the left 
I North river. Up the river is the course of 
be Albermarle and Chesapeake Canal, by 
fchich North river and Currituck Sound ate 
pined over a neck of land live and a half miles 
bide; thence pursuing another river up to 
forth Landing, frem which it takes its name, 
nother cut forms a continuous navigation to 
he Elizabeth river ten miles south of Norfolk. 
Iho length of this artificial navigation is about 
|ne hundred miles, and there is but ono lock 
i it, which is whore it debouches into Eliza- 
loth river.

Government of the rebels is one of the most 
pregnant indications that have appeared. 
Rightly considered, the address is perfectly 
natural, unnatural as it may seem at first 
glance. The Key of the performance is very 
simple. We will give it. 

The nsnal course of governments, when re- 
belled against, is to subdue the Irebellion, 
grant an amnesty to the bulk of the rebels, 
nnd, according to the forms of law and the de- 
mands of justice, hang the principal ringleaders. 
“When the sovereign,” safe Vattel, “has sub- 
dued the opposite party, and reduced them to 
submit and sue for peace, he may except from 
tho amnesty the authors of tho disturbances, — 
the hoads of the partj ; he may bring them to 
a legal trial, and punish them, if they be 
found guilty.” This is the rule of nations, 
and all nations, in cases of rebellion, have ex- 
ecuted the rule with greater or less tigor. All 
nations havo executed it. None has departed 
from it. And the ringleaders of the present 
most guilty rebellion have certainly no reason 
to suppose that tho procedure of their own 
government will prove an exception to that of 
all other governments in like cases. Tbtty do 
not suppose it. They believe the suppression 
of the rebellion of which they are the authors 
will infallibly usher in their death on the gal- 
lows, unless, indeed, they can make good their 
escape into foreign countries, on whose shores 
they may obtain the gloomy privilege of wan- 
dering to and fro like the dead in tho Plutonian 
realm. They believe this; and they believe, furth- 
ermore, that the suppression of the rebellion is at 
hand. Their only hope, therefore, and the bopc is 
doubtless as faint as it is desperate, is to kindle 
the alarm they themselves feel in the breasts of 
their followers, and, by instigating the self- 
immolation of the South, to hide their own in- 
famy beneath the ruin cf the people they have 
b.trayed. They see the end coming, and, 
rather than perish alone, they would drag 
down to destruction with them the dupes of 
their foul »r;s. They aro resolved to attempt 
to evade lawful punishment at the cost of the 
desolation and extinction of the whole South. 
Absurd attempt! Demented traitors! They 
dream in their frcDzy, that, having cheated 
the people into treason, they may frighten them 
into self-destruction. This is the key to their 
raving exclamations. 

Read the dithyrumbic portions of tbo address 
with this idea present to the mind, and all is 
plain. “The foot of the oppressor,” says 
Toombs aDd his confederates, ‘ is on the soil 
of Georgia. He comes with lust in his eye, 
poverty in his purse, and hell in his heart. He 
comes a robber and a murderer. How shall 
you meet him? With the sword at the 
threshold ! With death for him or for your- 
self! But more than this ! Let every woman 
have a torch, every child a firebrand. Let the 
loved homes of our yonth be made asbes, and 
and the fields of our heritage be made deso- 
late. Let blackness amt ruin mark your 
departing steps, If depart you must; and let a 
desert more terrible than Sahara welcome the 
Vandals. Let every city be levelled by the 
flames, and every village be lost in ashes. 
Let your faithful slaves share your fortune aod 
your crust. Trust wife and children to the 
sure refuge and protection of God; preferring 
oven for theso loved ones the charnel house as 
a home than loathsomo vassalage lo a nation 
already sunk betow tho contempt of the civil- 
ized world. This may be your terrible choice; 
and determine at once and without dissent as 
honor and patriotism and duty to God require.” 
As Peter Niff Bays in the play, "Jest so! 
The whole tirade passes at once into miserable 
and ridiculous nonsense. It is fit only to be 
laughed at and despised. 

And so we do not doubt the Southern people 
in general will treat it. On this poiat we 
agreo fully with a correspondent of the Na- 
tional Intelligencer. “The insane ravings 
of tho rebel leader?,’’ says this correspondent,

It is the spirit which inspired the noble and 
beautiful appeal of Wadsworth at a later day. 
It is the spirit which prompted tbe cogent vin- 
dication of Menzies. It is the spirit which 
pervaded the benignant yet firm and manly 
protest of Dunlap. In short, it is the spirit 
which breathes in every word and every vote 
of every member of the delegation. Kentucky 
is represented in Congress by men who are 
loyal themselves, who know her loyally, and 
who have the courage and ability to defend it 
against all aspersions. Herein she is eminent 
ly fortunate. 

There is evidently a conspiracy on the part 
of the abolitionists against Kentucky as there 
is against General McClellan and agaiu6t the 
l*ix:oidcat btinselt; or, to speak perhaps more 
correctly, the abolitionists are leagued together 
in a single conspiracy against the constitution 
aDd all who stand by it. Hence the crimina- 
tion of Kentucky by the abolitionists on the 
floor of Congress. Hence the disparagement 
of Kentucky in the columns of tho abolition 
press. Henco tho sneers at Kentucky from tbe 
abolition platform. Hence tbe slander of Ken- 
tucky in the abolition pulpit, as witness 
the conduct of Mr. Beecher which we expose 
in another column of this morning's Journal. 
Henco the manifold and unceasing efforts of 
tho whole abolition fraternity in general to 
cloud the fame of Kentucky and to cripple 
her loyal energies in this mighty struggle for 
tho preservation of the government.

Lcuislatoks and Volunteers. — We have 
received a communication which urges that the 
acceptance of a military commission vacates 
the seat of a Senator or Representative, and 
calls upon Colonels Penncbaker and Boone to 
resign in order that their places may be filled. 
Our correspondent ought to know that attor- 
neys at law, justices of the peace, and militia 
officers are exempted by tho 27th section of the 
2d article of the constitution of Kentucky from 
the ineligibility to the General Assembly 
which attaches to ministers of the gospel and 
persons holding offices of trust under this 
Commonwealth or under the government of 
the United States. Colonels Pennebaker 
and Boone havo therefore the right to retain 
their legislative positions. As to the propriety 
of their doing so, we can inform our corres- 
pondent that the subject was fully discussed 
and it was maturely decided by many of the 
best jurists and staunchest Union men of the 
State that the public interest of Kentucky 
would be best subserved by their retention of 
their representative character, os they would 
by experience become better acquainted 
with the wants of tho volunteers of 
the State, and thus represent the interests of 
thirty or forty thousand freeman of Kentucky, 
who are fighting to delend the constitution un- 
der which our legislators bold their places. 
There is fortunately so much statesmanship and 
loyalty in our present General Assembly that 
the State cannot saffer by the temporary ab- 
sence of Senators Garrard, Penuebakor, and 
Whitaker, or Representative Boone, or even by 
the acceptance of Aho post of Adjutant- General 
by Representative Finneli. The people of the 
Thirty - seventh .Senatorial District, or of 
the Fourth Iiepi esentative District, of our 
city, need not fa ir that any injury or in- 
justice will be worked to them should the 
held rather than the forum demand the 
service: of tbcie two representatives.

THE GOVERNORS OF KENTUCKY. 

The annual meeting of ihe Legielaturo for the 
year 1817 lock place on the 5th of Decomber, and 
the House of Representatives was organized by 
the election of Joseph Caboll Breckinridge, of 
Fayette, Speaker — tho contest being between 

himself and Gen. John Ad..ir — Mr. Breckinridge 
receiving forty- eight voles and General Adair 
thirty-nine. 

The message cf Givrrnor Slaughter, for that 
y*ar, is a ra’her prolix document — containing ar- 
gumrnts lo prove propofitions that fow would 
dispute, aLd, being more in the nature of a har- 
angue than a state papor, is manifestly the work 
of one given to oratorical display, and not that 
of a plain farmer. Still, however, when eviscer- 
ated of i s flue writing, and wo are permitted 
to get to tho marrow r.f the thing, we find tbe 
strong vein of practical common sense that dis- 
tinguished the old Biptist farimr underlying the 
whole. He Is urgently solicitous for the estab- 
lishment of common schools, and for the liberal 
endowment of Transylvania University, so an to 
>ut it on a footing with tho more favored Eiatern 
Colleges, and with a view to make Kentucky as 
fame us for science and the art3 as she was for her 
valor and patriotism. 

He proposed to creato a school fund, hy appro 
priaring for that purpose a portion of tbe State’i 
dividends on bank stocks, the imposi ion of taxes 
on banks and corporations, and donating all lands 
that are forfeited or eccheat to the Common 
wealth. We here find the germ of tbe present 
popular common school ivriera. It hfd no dis- 
tributive chare cf tbesur[lu3 revenue of the 
United States to sustain it, but it was doing the 
best with the means at hand; and to Gov. 
Slaughter fhould be awarded the high honor of 
toing the first to give an effective impulse to the 
cause of popular education. He made a Do some 
suggestions relating to the management of the 
penitentiary. He seems to have been troubled 
with the delusive vision of tho reformation 
convicts in prion, and recommends the 
furnishing the convic's with Bibles and 
books of morality and good religious and 
moral instruction. This indicated the man of 
good hosrt and Christian principles, and with a 
Urge endowment of that faith that bopelh all 
things. But we believe that it may with truth 
be said that in tbe work of reforming convicta 
while in the penitentiary “the play is not worth 
the candU” the profitable return being so mull 
ihat it requires the aid of a microscope to diresrn 
it, and where it reforms one is turns out hundreds 
of accomplished villains. The British nation, wo 
believe, is the only one that has found cut the 
sensible way of treating rs seals — that is to hang 
for crimes of the first magnitude, and transport 
for minor offenses. The scale might he a little 
more humanely adjusted, but as a principle it 
works well. In tbe convict colonies, the laws of 
society must Assert themselves, and honesty be- 
comes a necessity of the condi ion; and from thh 
results reformation, and the generation that fol- 
lows exhibits a regenerated people. Such wi s 
tbe result in the American colonies, and tbe sys- 
tem has made a great nation in Australia and the 
isles cf the rea. 

The Governor was at this session again com- 
pelled to retort to bis veto to etep lotteries. A 
batch of them, covered by a general title lo im- 
prove the st recto of Hopkinsville, wn presented 
for his signature, which ho returned with a very 
denunciatory pbillipic against the whole system, 
saying, among other bard things, * I prefer rais- 
ing money by a just and tqual taxation, to th< so 
indirect means and demoralizing contrivances of 
ministerial ingeunity so common in the govern- 
ments of Europe. It is believed, too, that lottery 
echnnes are not always maoagul with such fair- 
ness os to entitle them to legislative protection.” 
This righteous veto was not susUinrd bv the 
House but it was by tho Sonate, so that the good 
man again triumphed. 

The 8ih of January of that year was signalized, 
in the Hous*, by adding to the ujual resolution 
for firing a salnte the following resolution : 

In expressing our w idles on tho above resolution, this 
lionise fe«di> a 11 additio ial decree of regard for those non* 
of K ntucky who nobly exerted tht-umeive* for their 
country on that occasion, and nh se conduct h«s been 
d -fended from the umnerit d imputation of cowardice 
by the pitriofe zeal of fiei. John Adair, an officer 
whore many and coaspimoiH military services arc ac- 
knowledged with gratitude by this l>ody. 

This resolution, seemingly nr important, indi- 
cated pretty strongly who was to be the . ucces- 
sor of Gov. Slaughter, and blazed out the path 
that was to be followed when tho election c$me 
on. When we reach, in the progress of those 
sketches, the administration or Governor Adrir. 
we will have something to say about the battle 
of New Orleans, and Kentucky’s share in that 
nrpirallelod victory. 

Among the small things that throw light upon 
past times-— when economy in the expenditure of 
the people’s money was a public virtue — we find 
the following resolutions, which barely rqnecz^d 
through the House by a vote of 46 to 39: • 4 That 
the Sergeant-at-Arms be dirce'ed to procure do 
mes'ic carpeting for the two galleries of the nouse 
of Representative 0 , to procure coarse, curtains c-f 
bmbazel or calico fer the upper gallery of tho 
House, and that he causo to be made such repairs 
the chair of the Speaker as may be deemed 
ncce-pary.” 

The benevolent Jew gave bis roan Stephen an 
eight penny piece, with which Stephen whs going 
off in amszvl testacy, when the old Jew called 
him back, adding to his liberality this ir junction, 
“four pence to-day, and four pence to-morrow; 
you musht not be < xtrahragant, Stephen ” Some- 
thing of the same fear of “extrahvarrarco” seems 
to have pervaded the assembly in 1817; and one 
would naturally suppose that the rame body 
would be equally cautious In great measures, but, 
uo luckily, it was only another instance of saving 
at the spigot while it was runrtageutat the 
buug hole — for in this verv year, and by the samo 
men, the celebrated law chartering forty independ- 
ent banks was passed! 

This extraordinary bill passed through both 
Houses with a perfect whoop, and received the 
sanction of the oxecutive, which iod'eates that 
the Governor, for or.c«, had yielded to public 
clamor hitown better judgment. Every member 
bad his bank, and could go home to his const it u- 
oota assuring them ihit now all rouls would be 
made happy, for money would bo so plenty that 
the people could get it for the askiug, and that 
the terms “Creditor and Debtor” would bo out of 
use, for ail dobts would be paid, and no one would 
havo to ask _a friond “have you anything eve;?” 
seeing that'eacb man would havo plenty and to

We remember that our fathor wai offered 
niue thousand dollirs for the lot on which 
the market bouse stands, but. refused to take 
it, expecting it would shortly get up to ton 
tocusand. llis heirs have since bold the earoo 
property for three thousand d >llar?, on a credit of 
fifteen year*, ad(1 made a good sale at that. The 
rapidity of the exp’osio is whs amazing and 
amusing. The late Judge Ben. Monroe had bsen 
appointed a c.uhier of one of tbe Green river 
Bn ki Beautiful notes were struck oft from un- 
exceptionable pla’es, and ligned by the proper 
bark officers, and he was seat to Frankfort to 
make some preliminary arrangements before they 
were put in circular ion. While he was gone on 
tbie mission tho impatience of ths directory conld 
not be restrained, and they put. out their nap. r.

Brtckinridga was agriu elected speaker, his op- 
ponent being Colonel S I unon Publim Sharp— 
lireckinridge receiving fifty- two votes and Sharp 
tbirty-ono. The Governor, after again recom- 
mending bibles for the convicts, and tho improve- 
ment of roads and river? 1 , and tho c rnimencemont 
of a library at the seat of government, and press- 
ing still more earnostly than ever tho importance 
of comm m rcboclq opers a lire upon the Untied 
S'ales Bank , alloging that the prosmro for rpicie 
by that bank wuia the cause of tho suspension of 
specie payments by our own banks, and protests 
against Congress having any power to locate 
branches wi’.hin aDy State, to be exempt from 
State taxation. In tho course of hri argument, 
ho lake* occasion, candidly, to confers to the Le- 
gi liture that “his sentiments, or perhaps preju- 
dices, ever have been and stdl aro strongly 
against tho banking system, and that ho has sl- 
ways viewed moneyed corporations with rial >mv.” 
In his banking views tho farmer of Mercer was 
ahead of the hero of the Hermitage, and gave the 
first hard 1 1 >w to tho United States Bank — an 
institution that in after yesr3 fell under the more 
pui sant blows of Andrew Jackson. The Gover- 
nor whs a hard money man, and against a paper 
currency which be quaintly calls a “ disease' of 
the time?, but is bothered as to how to get along 
without it. These who are curious in knowing 
more fully the grounds taken by Gov. fcliughtar 
will be satisfied by turning to his message of De- 
cember 8; h, 1818. 

During a 1 thefe mon^y troubles the old Bank 
of Kentucky, under the direction of Robert Alex- 
ander, a man eminent alike for his private worth, 

1 i3 rare mental endowments, and uoumri ability 
as a financier, kept above water — sometimoe sus- 
pending, end then, upon now specie importations, 
again resuming specie pa} menir» — waging a man- 
ly light for life against the United States Bmk, 
and the tinkering schemes of our own Leg is la 
ture But it at last had to go uodor. when, sov 
eral years after, tho Commonwealth's Bank was 
established — issuing notes without a dollar of 
specie to bank on, paying debts and taxes, and 
finally winding up with its notes at par! a mira- 
cle by which something was mi d* out of noth- 
ing. 

The legislation of that peri- d on the subject of 
internal improvements is full of good reading to 
those who can bo amused at the efforts to make 
our rivers navigable by persons who rc’rned the 
lights of science. The general idea was to make 
brush dams at the head of the islands, pl< ugh a 
way through the bare, and cut down some over- 
hanging trees. All this was done in one season, 
at the cost of three or foui* thiusand dollars, but 
the winter Hoods filled up the excavation?, washed 
away the dams, and left tho river in statu quo. 
Yet it was a beginning, ard pavtd the way for 
tne locks acd dams and steamboat navigation that 
wc now’ ei j :y.

We allude to tbe Rev. Her 
see Holly, President of Transylvania IJniveriPy 
We knew thia gentleman well, having bean a 
member of the law claes when he lectured on tho 



fl.rid complexion, and a liquid Mark eye 
that looked as if “secure of all beholder’s hearts, 
negfocriPE, it could take them.” Ho was bern 
in Yirgi^ i», and died in Washington county in 
1812. No better evidence could bo given of his 
great merits than was to be fonnd in bis being 
ho selected antagonist of Henry Clav, and this 
reminds us of an anecdote v. i h wl ich wo will 
close thia tedious paper. The late Governor 
LvcVr told us that daring the first rdminiaf ra- 
tion of General Jackson, ho and Governor t ope 
Wete bath in Washington, and on intimate 
termr. lie called one forenoon upon the Gov- 
ernor, who toll him to « x ;use him as 
' h«d to dine with the President. 
Well,” said Governor Letcher. “I will 
call after dinnor, and ha* bow you come out.” 
Keepiiiir bis promise, ho entered Pi pe’s room and 
found him in a very abelrac'ed and sullen moed. 
"What’s •h - ' matter, Mr. Pope?" aiked the Gov- 
ernor. “Nothing,” replied Pope. “Did you go 
lo the di tnei?” “Yes.” * Didn't things paps off 
:nooth ard pleasin'?” “Well,” said Pope, 
bretking out into a laugh, 4 I’ll tell you if you 
promise to say nothing about it.” “Go on,” 
said Letcher, 4 I’m the best hand in the world to 
kcop a secret.” “I went to the dinner, and, be- 
fore going to tho table, was in trod nerd to Afire 
Nancy Sreirs. Do you know Mies Nancy Spears?”

“You m«y well 
say that,” said G vernor Pope; “but I must 
go on with my story. When the company was 
ushered int» dinoer, I whs told that.

Eve- 
rything was geing op swimmingly; I whs as lively 
as I could be, and eo was she. when turning sud- 
denly around to me. she phiH, 'Governor Pope, 
can you explain to me bow it is that. Mr. Clay, 
with all his popularity and ta fonts, could notcar- 
7 Kentucky against General Jacksor ?’ To Ibis 
replied in mv blindest manner, *1 thir.k I can 
do so, M if 3 , \ery e sily. You must know that, 
when Air. Clay and myself were younger men 
than we row are, wo were considered as rivals, 
but afler many a hard tustle be forced me to the 
all, ard was lord of the ascendant. Now, how- 
ever, the tul » has turned, I am in tbe arc Mid ant 
there, and tho scaloc preponderate in my favor.’ ” 
"0 1” cried she, “now I see how it war — 
TIIK MERE DUST IN THE. BALANCE ” “With 
that I exclaimed, viadam! and she replied quickly 
and defiantly, sir! and that eDded our conversa- 
tion, and l havn’t been in a good humor since.” 



civil law. Me was a perrict Adonis in personal 
beauty, a man of rare scholastic attainments, 
and the mo t perfect specimen of tho rhetor , as 
distinguished from the orator , we have ever 
known. lie was of the Unitarian faith, and 
carried his liberality to the extent of leading 
the captious to doubt whetbor he had ary reli- 
gion at all Certain it is, that in hts determina- 
tion to be independent of criticism he gave a han- 
dle to his adversaries lo aiaiil him. Ho spoke 
contemp uonsly of Presbyterians and Calvanis- 
tic Baptists, and they, in tbrir turn, were glad 
to.cee him timeiog hone; on the raca track and 
patrom'zng play actors and theatrical am mo- 
ments. ’I he sectarian war prostrated him. Tho 
c liege, which had commerced under his ampices 
with unprecedented numbers, be^an to decay, 
and he socn left tbe State, and died at list on 
shipboard in the Gulf of Mexico of yellow fever. 
He addressed the Legisla'ure several times by 
special requee*, ar.d bis efforts were the Ihemo 
of universal admiration. In reply to a request 
forthiir publication, he excused himself, a* he 
had spoken w it bout notes. 

At thi3 session William Logan was elected Sen- 
ator in Congress over Col. R M. Jobnsoo— Mr. 
Logan receiving sixty seven votes, aud Colonel 
Johnson fifty five, on j *int ballot 

The bit annual message of Gov. Slaughter 
bears date December 7ih, 1819. As in the pre- 
vious messages, po he does also in the last, urg- 
ing again tho great cause of popular elucation; 
still hoping for reformation of convict?; more de- 
cided than ever iu his opposition to the Bank of 
tho United States, considering it as necessarily 
an enemy to republican institution*, and seeing 
tho shadow of evil times to com*, he gently and 
tenderly allude:; to them. He saw that the con- 
flict between debtor BDd credi'or was unavoida- 
ble. He says, alluding to tho withdrawal of spe- 
cie, and a fall in tbe value of p-operly, “that the 
bociil sympathies pr ) thereby chilled, avarice is 
u bridled, and distrust supplier the pises of con- 
fidence. “If the Legislature should be able to 
devise any constitutional expedient, which while 
the righ s of the creditors are duly regarded, will 
afford to the debtors exemption from individual 
sacnficis, they may be assured of his prompt and 
cordial co-operation.” 

At that fo'eion the question cf the admission of 
Mircjuri came up, and the action of the Legisla- 
ure was determined and bold in demanding her 
unrestricted admission, aid so icslructed our 
members in Congress. 

At this session, also, Colonel R- M. Johuron 
was elected Sor a tor in the room of Mr. Critten- 
den, who had resigned. General Adair was his 
opponent, ai d the vote stood for Johnson 68, for 
Adair 53 

Tho first gun fired in tho Relief war was tho 
passage, by the legislature, of “an act to suspend 
sale) ard sr ex cu’nns und decrees of court for 
six’y days ” The provisions of this act esn be 
seen by reference to tho laws. Upon this bill 
Governor Slaughter placed his veto, but hi; veto 
was overruled in both Houses. 

Tbe next step in the direction of relief was up- 
on a bill introduced by Mr. Bfodsoe, subsoquenfo 
known as the “Endorsement and Replevin 
Law.” The substance of this law was to allow 
the plaintiff to indorse on his execution “that 
otes on the Bir k of Kontuikv or its branches 
would be accepted ic di; charge of tbe execution.” 
Upon such an indorsement being made t he defan - 
dent might replevy the debt for a year, ghing 
additional security, but if not replevied tbe pro- 
perty was to bo sol i on t welve moatin’ credit, 
with many other important provniocs. Upon 
this law, aud others of a kindred character, was 
founded the ralitf and a it! -relief controversy, in- 
(dviog contrary judicial decisions, until lire de- 
cision of tbe Court of Appeals adverse to tho 
reliof party, out of which decisions arose tbe great 
st niggle known ss the Old Court and New Court 
uesiioo. But we do not design going into a 
i itory of these matters that were so exciting 
iu their day, and must draw to a clpse 1 his al- 
ready too much extended notice of tne adminis- 
tration of Gov. Sl*ught<r. 

The Governor, in his last address, lets cut a 
little of the sadness of his heart, And the moan 
that indie ites that ho had not fonnd the seat of 
honor a bed of roses. He complains that be did 
not receive either the assistance or forbearance 
that he had a right to expect, but declares that 
he had administered the government “without 
bung seduced by iho allureraonts of apparent 
friendship, or driven by the menaces of afpirent. 
enemies,” and hopes that, his successor, whoever 
M may be, may have the united 1 upnort of ill 
Upon the conclusion of his term of office he re- 
tire 1 to his farm in Mercer county, where he pur- 
sned the even tenor of his way, until 1830, at the 
age of 63 years, he finished hia course, and en- 
‘ red upon that rest that is the horitage of the 
righteous. 

Tho Hon. John Pope, Governor Slaughter’s 
Secretary cf State, was a man of great distinc- 
tion and talents, having been in the course of his 
long political life a Senator in Congress, repeated- 
ly a member of tho Legislature, ar.d also Gover- 
nor of Arkansas. He had the misfortune to lose 
his arm in early life, the amputation being near 
the shoulder, hut we have hoard him at times 
when even the tnu ilated stump seemed eloquent, 
lie was remarkably handsomo, ha'iog a beauti-

1 he following correspondence was to day trans- 
mitted to Ifongrecs by the President of the United 
St ite* : 

| No. 102. | Paris, Jan. 11, 1862. 

Sin: I writo to you in reference to a email mat 
ter outside of ihe business of tho Legation, but 
which it soems tome not impropnr to communi- 
cate; the raoro especially as our citiz-ros abroad 
attach to such things an importance much beyond 
what th«y seem to me to merit. In this miaeion 
I havo fallen heir, as you doubtless know, to au 
inheritance of eocial trouble and vexation rot 
t growing out of my business duties, but out of 
such as are connected with proeenta i *na to tbe 
Court, and such like matters. 

The great numbers of onr countrymen who visit 
Paris, tbe facilities which have been given by my 
predi ceerors for an introduction at Ihe Palace, ar.d 
the great liberality of tho Court itself in admit- 
ting ench introductions, have brought about a 
state of thing) under which I suppose tho officers 
of ccremonv at the Palace have not unnaturally 
become restive. For instance, in locking back for 
a few years past, I find that in 1857, at one pre- 
sentation only, eighty-four Americans were intro- 
duced; at tho two presentations in 1858 there were 
introduced forty-seven alone and fifty- seven at 
the other. At tho two presentations in 1859, six- 
ty-eight at the one and fifty one at tho other. At 
the three presentations in 1*860, at the one thirty- 
four and at the other twj seventy- throe. In 
1861, the list ia so marked that it is d fficult to 
say tho precise number, but one of my preltces- 
sor’a despatches sajs that at one presentation he 
introduced thirty-five and at another “a large 
number.” How* many 1 know not. Tht-se pre- 
sentations, you are aware, are on the night of tho 
court- ball, ar.d all who are presontal are, of 
course, invited to tho ball. In addi ion, there ia 
an average of perhaps fifty oilier Americans, res- 
ident in Paris. who nave b»n presented iu past 
years. Nome or nerhap3 most of whom expect 
invitations. As the rules of conrt limit the in- 
troduction of tho subjects of other Knropean 
countries to a smsll ana privileged class, the re- 
sult is that on those occari >na the cirizms of tho 
United States outnumber not only the subjects 
of any othor country, except Franca, but proba- 
bly outnumber the citizen* or subject of all for- 
eign countries of tho world together. There is a 
bruit, if not to royal hospitality, at least to space 
in a ball and supper room, though they be in a 
palace; a fact which our countrymen have not al- 
ways remembered. In addition to these matters, 
at one of the present ai ions last year, an unpleas- 
ant d ; fficuliy occurred with a young American, 
and there wap, besides, another violation of the 
etiquette of the Court, to which it is needUsr 
more particularly to refer. From there or other 
causes at Ihe last presentation of last year, (be- 
ing tbe one next after the above incident), air. 
Faulkner, after he had sent in his list, was called 
Upon to ADD TO TIIF.IR NAMES ‘ THKItt QUALITY.” 

In a letter from the Secretary of Legation, dated 
February 1st, 1861, be declined to do this. Ho 
said that bis list was in conformity with past 
practice, and to which no exception had been bo- 
fore taken, that he could not add “ tbe quality,” 
because an American abroad could legally have 
no quality excopt that of a citizen of the Repub- 
lic, out that if tho numbor ordinariiy submitted 
for presentation was larger than was agreeable, a 
suggestion to that effect would, in future, be re- 
membered. On the next day (Feb. 2d), Lo Jforon 
de Uoncho writes in answer, tnat that which had 
been asked for was universally practised, and that 
it ought in fact to bo so to the end, that th y 
might know who it was who was present od to the 
Sovereign. Th© rasul* was that the list, not be- 
ing amended, the tickets were not smt, and no 
“Americans wire presented.” 

Such wan ihe condition of things when I came 
hero. Tho tirst general presentation day and 
c >urt bell of this season came off at the Tuillories 
on the 8rh instant On tbe 2 1 instant I had cent 
jn (outside of the legation) a list of thir’y Amer- 
icana for presentation. Two of tbeso parties on- 
ly lunl t fficial designation — one a late foreign 
minister aod the other a United Slates Consul, 
with tbeir families respectively. On the eveoing 
ot the 6 h ir stant I received frem M. Thouvenel 
A loiter in whirb h*» ac know hedges tfio reception 
of my list, but says: “You have j >iued to the 
ne.me^ of two #*f these persons the enunciation of 
their quality (de leur q'lalite), for the others this 
necessary intoimaliou has bet-n omitted. I 
pray you have the goodn*33 to enable me to placj 
under the eve ( f their IVfojistiea the complete 
list, adding the information it ought to contain, 
to-wit: the social position and the profession (fe 
position socials et la profession ) of tne individuals 
tv be presented." The next morning 1 examined 
what, had been the past practice of tho legation, 
nod found tho correspondence before referred to, 
in the time of my predecofcsor. I immediately 
addressed M. Thouvonel a note, of which the 
following is a copy: 

Legation of the United States,) 
Paris, January 7, 1862. f 
• Monsieur le Minislre : The letter, which you 
did me the honor to write in reference to tbe list 
of persons proposed to be presen rod by me to thrir 
Imperial Mejasties, wa? received fost night, ar.d 
I hasten to reply lo it. The list already prepared 
nt this Legation was in conformity with what had 
been the eetablished usage of my predecessor?, 
ard to which no except i m had luan taken, so far 
as the records of the Legation show, until the 
last list, prrs?oted by my immediate predecessor, 
Mr. Faulkner. 

Where an official of tbe American Government 
bat been named for presenta’ion heretofore, I find 
it ba9 been usual so to designate him, and 1 have 
ao done it ia this css©, but of the great number 
of private gentlemen and ledi©3 who have been 
honored by a presentation to tbeir M -jwdies. in no 
instance 'do 1 find that “their quality, s dal po- 
sition, and profesrioa” have been set forth. ’Ihe 
ret sou of this must bo obdtons to your Excellen- 
cy. In the social aod political organization of 
society in the United Slatep, no titles cf honor or 
mobility exist. Every citizen of good character 
may ba so presented to His Excaller c/ the Presi- 
dent on proper occasions. 1 he French Minister at 
Washingioo presents in like manner to His Ex 
celleocy any or as many of bis countrymen as he 
inay choose to p'es^nt without q ustion as to 
“ihoir quality, eocial position, or profesrion.’’ 
But if disposal to comply with tbe request of your 
Excellency, I know < f no mode by wnich it could 
be »lone. In the absence rf any recognized rufo. 

I c nnot, if I would, designate “the quality,’ 4 
or draw nice distinctions £s to the “social posi- 
tion of those who may apply for presentation. 

I can cnly say they are gentlemen and ladies; I 
med not add, 1 am sure of unexceptional charac- 
ter. Seme have bean presented at other Eurcpo- 
an courts, some are tho wivei or children of those 
who havo been presented at this court, wh le 
others, a majority perhaps, uro as I am ioformtd, 
private gentlemen, withou*, I believe, profersion 
or occupation. In view of sll tha circumstances, 
at 4 of the great numbo-s which have heretofore 
been p r eac ted by my predecessors, 1 havo fell it 
my dufyto say this much in reference to the 
application of your Excellency f )T an amended 
list. 11 ut tho privilege of a presentation h a 
c urtesy extended by their Mij^sties not a right, 
claimed in behalf of American citizens. 

If, therefor*, your Excellency will prescribe 
some fixed rule3 susceptible of application, it will 
be a relief to the legation, and 1 can assure you 
will give me pleasure to comply with it. 

A'cspt the assurance of the high consideration

To this letter I have received no answer, and 
the parties on the list, except the cfficiafo, no 
cards. 

In the evening of tho next day (being the day 
of the presentation), I had the honor to receive 
five cards for the me of the tw'O fflhial gentle- 
men, with their families. They were received, 
however, too late to enable them to avail them- 
selves of the honor intended, and t.he cards wero 
returned by tne the following morning, with a re- 
spectful note stating that fact. I havo reason to 
know that the delay in sending these cards was a 
mistake, and regretted. But, as r©«poct3 the 
other?, who hold or hare held no official rank or 
position, the matter stands where the correspond 
enco has placed it. 

This court has in time past boen most liberal in 
tbe extension of this courtesy to onr citizens, and 
it has certainly been used without stint, bhould 
it be limited now to officials of our <fo*vernm*nt 
only, whether State or National, it wc u Id exclude, 
as you well know, the most of that class of citi- 
zens who, according to Europ?an Ideas, are best 
entitled to presentation. 

But, unless aome explanation it volunteered 
or further suggestion made as to thi wishes of tho 
court, I know not how, with a proper self-re-pect, 
I can do more or say more than 1 have already 
done or said. I am quite open, however, to any 
suggestion from yourself, if you think the matter 
worthy a suggestion.

Sib: Your despatch of January 14th (No. 102), 
has been received. It is accmipar iod by a copy 
of a note, which you have ed Iressed to M. Thou 
venel, on the subject of tho introduction of Ainer 
ican citiz-ns at me Imperial Court. 

I very freely confess to tho opinio) 8 — 

First. Thai an audiencs or presentation of ony 
but diplomatic persons at Court is to be regard. *d 
not in any degree as a right of the person re 
ceived, but as a courtesy extended to him. 
Secondly. That tbe Imperial Court is perfectly 



at liberty to define and prescribe tbe quali6c_ 
tione, conditions, and terms on which strangers 
shall be admitted into its sxiety. 

Thirdly. If American citizens, request you to 
present their wishes for admis ion at Court, you 
can only present them by complying with the 
terms and conditions prescribed. 

Fourthly. Inferring to the questions which 
have actually arit>or, 1 think that you can prep- 
orly, in all cases, give the occnpation or profes- 
sion of any person whose wishes you present. 

You cannot, indeed, undertake to assign the 
social position of each person, for that would be 
to discriminate, or to seem to discriminate, by 
European rules, between persons who, being ail 
alike citizens, may justly claim to be equal in 
social position at home, and therefore equals in 
the consideration of thia Government itoelf, when 
they are abroad. It seems to me, however, that 
iu many cases there are circumstances belonging 
to tbe persons yon prcpjse to present which may 
be propel ly stated, euch aa official position 
held by individuals at the time or evon at tome 
previous time. E htinc lions arising from personal 
merit such aa scientific, military or literary, or of 
a political character, and diatioctions as founders 
of scientific, literary or humane institutions. But 
even when these suggestions are made in compli- 
ance with the rules of the court, it is not to bo 
claimed as a matter of right, or even as a matter 
of natiooal ccmily, that the presentations or 
audiences shall therefore be granted. I have 
dwelt upon tbe subject longer than it was due to 
any importance that it can claim. 

It is peculiarly uncomfortable at this m-rnent 
to find American citizms leaving their country a 
prey to faction and civil war, distnibing the Conrt 
of a friendly power and em barracking our repre- 
sentative there with questions of personal inter- 
est and pretension. 

Let the Emperor and Empress of France, re 
ceive when they will, and as many or few os they 
will, and let ail othera as well a* those who are 
admitted, turn their attention to the question 
how they can servo their country abroad, and if 
they Gad ro bettor way to d) it tl an by making 
their attendance in Ihe saloons of the Tu’itHes, 
let them return home, to h c wintry that now, for 
the first time, and uot for a long time, needs tho 
acrive efforts of every ono of its loyal children to 
pave itself from destruction. 

Finally above all things, have no question 
with the Government of France on this subject. 
Kather introduce nobody, however justly diet ia- 
gui-hed than let a question of fish ion or ceremo- 
ny appear in tbe records of the important period 
in which we aro acting for the highest in’erests 
of our country and of humanity.

St. Lons, Fob. 12. 

The Republican learr.s that General Hitchcock 
has accepted the appointment of Major-General 
of Volunteers. Should General Halleck take tho 
fiold in command of the great Southern expedi- 
tion, which is regarded probable, Gen. Hitchcock 
will remain at the head of the department hore. 

An ( fficial despatch from Lieut. Phelps, com- 
manding tho gunboat Conestoga, received at head- 
jartors horn, confirms the previous renorts of ihe 
result of the Tennessee river expedition. The 
steamers burned by the rebels wore laden with 
military stores, two hundred stand of arms, and 
considerable quantity of clothing.

Phelpe 
also reports finding the Union sentiment very 
strong along the river.

Fort Henry, Feb. 11. 

An erc.ampment. of some six hundred men nn- 
der Col. Crews, which was recruiting a short dis- 
tance back of th© town of Savannah, on tbe Ten- 
nessee, learning of our gunboats having passed 
up to Florence, immediUnly di* parsed. Our of- 
ficers, not being a wart of the existence of this 
encampment when parsing, stopped there on tbeir 
return, and (’apt. Gwin, with 160 men, detach- 
ments from tho gunboats, accompmied by Lieut. 
Commanding Shirk, with other officers, marched 
out loth© orcampment, which, finding abaLdon- 
ed, they set fire to. 

They. captured a large quantity of Quartermas- 
ter ancl Commissary stares and 180 stand of arms. 
Tbe previsions wore distributed among the deetl- 
tnte Union men, aa was done at several points 
where commissary stores were taken. Calico* s 
are worth one dollar per yard, and whisky $2 50 
por quart. There is considerable suffering among 
i be population. Upon tho next visit of the gun- 
baafs they will take more recruits for the other 
beats. One boat goeR up the river this morning. 
Cclonel A. H M. rkland has been appointed Mili- 
tary Postal Dircc’or for this wing of the Western 
Department by General Grant. Ihe weather is 
improving and the roads drying. 

Cairo, Feb 11. 

Federal c fficers arrived from the vicinity of Fort 
Done Ison Ibis morning, reiort tbofort rurrouDdtd 
by' eeven batteries of ar’.illery, under Gen. Grant. 
'Ihero were eight thousand rebels in Ihe fort, 
which will be shelled, if not surrendered, to day 
or to-morrow. 

The steamer* C ntinen’al, Emproe?, aud Han- 
nibal, with the Thirtv-second Illinois Infantry', 
the remainder of Col. Low's Gorin Horse Cavalry, 
ar.d two large cclurabiads from Fort Holt, arrived 
here last night. 

Indianapolis, Feb. 11. 
Two rebel mail carriers were arrested by tbe 
D pu'y Surveyor at Princeton, Ind , a for days 
rince, and a large number of letters found padded 
in their clothes and boot-legs. They were mak- 
ing for New Harmony', at which point they in- 
tend'd crossing the river to escape Sonth. 

A number of these letters are from Europe, and 
from tbe solicitude manifested by the rebels after 
they' were d sovertd, are eupposed to contain in- 
formation of great importance. They w?re sent 
to Gen. Buell, at Louisville. 

Reinforcements have been ordered to General 
Thomas, who is now en rcute for East Tennessee. 

It is said that tbe joy of General Carter’s East 
Tennesseeans, when they received orders to march 
through Cnmbf-rlaDd Gap, knew no bonnds. 

The Uniou convention, which was called for the 
2 2d of February, has bef-n postponed until June 
or July. 

1 ho adj rarnod term of tho Federal court met 
to day. Judge Treat of Illinois is preriling, in 
the ubssnee of Judge Huntington. 

Leavenworth, I>b. 11. 
The greatest activity prevails st Fort Leaven- 
worth in preparations for the (xpedition to start 
from here under General Hunter. Troops and 
supplies nre being concentrated at Southern por- 
tions of the State, and indications »pp*»ar favor 
able for an early' advance. The General is work- 
ing earnestly and unceasingly' in perfecting the 
details of the expedition. 

Every department is pushed to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Seven regiments of cavalry', four regi- 
ments of infantry, and three full batteries of ar- 
tillery', wi:b Parrot and Wiard guns, are now en 
route from the East, and are daily expected to 
j ii the expedition, which will be one of the 
most formidable yet erginized during the war.

We have the following additional particulars of

4 °AtV o'clock yesterday morning, Colonel Fried- 
man's cavalry, the Cameron dragoons, number- 
ing 800 men, went out in the direction of 
Courthouse for the purposo of capturing the se- 
«Mioo pickets. I bev .swept *R- nr.nntrv from 






the country from 

go^lthin half' a mile of 
Germantown, which is several miles beyond the 

^ftiey divve In all the aeceeelon pickets, thirteen 
excepted, who belonged to the let North Caro- 
lina acdSteWard's Virginia Cavalry. These they 
captured, and last evening they were brought to 
Washington. They were found in a log fcouss, 
and on being Eurpriscd tired upon our scouts. 
One rebel was killed, ard Capt. Wilson, of tbo 
Cameron Dragoons, was wounded in the neck. 
A sergeant was also wounded. 

The command was under Major Moss, os the 
Gain'Ton Dragoons, though the portion of the ie- 
glmont partlcnlarly engaged was led bv Capt 
Cfcr.le, Gan Smith's Assistant Adjutant Genera', 
flo florprlsed tbe eueinv*^ pickets at about diy- 
break, driving them back to Abraham Hornbeck 0 
hoaae, whore their reeervee (pcke»), consisting « f 
two companies of cavalry numbering between 
forty and flfty men each, were found. Most of 
thorn took to tho surrounding woods, from wheocs 
they kept up a brisk tire on our partv adeatcing 
npon the house, from which many ebo's were also 
fired ere tho doors were hurst in and the rebels 
sheltered In them were compelled to surrender. 

Wh6n that occurred— after having tired about 
600 shots In ali without hitting a U uion soldier— 
the rebels ta tbs woods mouoted, and fled In the 
direc'lon of Germantown, closely pursued by our 
attacking party. Their horses being freeb and 
oora J ided, however, enabled them to make good 
th'lr escape. 

Oapuin Robert d'Orleaus (the Doc tie Char- 
tres), of Gm. McClellan's staff, fortunately 
raactiad Gen. Smith's headquarters about 3 A. M., 
and proceeded with Capt. Carrie upon the expe- 
dition. We leatn that he was in the foremost of 
the fray from its commcccement to its end, and 
distlngulahsd himself by tho eithnslastic and 
Impetuous courage with which his ex imple ani- 
mated the troops engaged, in the ditcharge of 
their duty. 

They, too, the Cameron Dragoons, deserve 
great praise, for they proved themselves in all re- 
spects reliable soldiers. 

We had one captain wounded In the neck, and 
a sergeant wounaod ip the leg. One of the ene- 
my was left dead In the hou-e, and among the 
prisoners was one wounded In the bead. 

At a later hour Major Mass, with the portion of 
tbo regiment v.lth hint, m-ide a dash into the vil- 
lage at Fairfax Courthouse, and captured three 
prisoners, and a wa^on load of provisions drawn 
ov a capital team of four horses.

It has boen more than 
hlottd that the demonstration against Mexico 
wae really directed against this country. The 
disproportioned rquadron, and armament appir- 
entiy in oxc*33 of day occasion Mexico was likely 
to give for their employment, have been regard- 
ed, uot only in lbs United S’atos bat in Lurcpe, 
ae the BuypUt»*rvt *>f rur*r*tl ms for intervention 
io onr own troubles; preparations otherwise par- 
tially completed by th« large body of British 
troopj thrown into Canada; by the powerful re- 
inf >rc* meats added to t he rquadron of Admiral 
Milne. and by the numerous French meu-of-war 
hauniin^ at this moment the waters of America. 
The friends of the American cau*e in Europe 
hive repeatedly warned ns of the danger to We 
feared la this quarter. We have been bidden to 
watch the Mexican campaign with more than the 
jealousy that its remoter reference to cur future 
might seem to authorize. And had tho task un- 
dertaken bv the alii a been as trilling as they 
reckoned fr;’ hid they landed at Vera Cruz to be 
hailed by the great Wly of the Mexican people 
sl 3 deliverer! , and to march, as at a triumph, to 
the oapltal, there to prescribe laws, erect a Gov- 
ernment, and from the pinnacle of success proceed 
to the next act of the preconcerted drams, it is 
quite possible that intervention in the United 
States would have followed hard upon the heels 
of intervention In Mexico. 

But happily tho ta k 00 rashly undertaken 
proves to be no holiday buMaess. The first steps 
ventured beyond tho walls of Vera Cruz by a 
Spanish array fresh from victories in Morocco, 
have beast attended by defeat. The Mexicans are 
found to bo of one tuind in resisting the inv&iira. 
They bold the passes to the inierior in numbers 
so overwhelming as to render it a question at - 
tended with pertsna denbt whether the victorious 
achievement of Gen. Scjtt can ever be repeated 
by these European Imitators. The matier has 
already loomed up in proportions eo formidably an 
to require a revision (if tne original programme 
and a transfer of the principal part to France as 
the first mill’ary power of the world, whose con- 
tingent ifl to be enlarged so as to respond in seine 
measure to the exigency. There is, in facf, an 
understanding that the cccupailon of Mexico is 
fotnotbiog more than an occupation of Syria. 
The intervening governments cannot sit down as 
aimed mediators among a foore of contentious 
ribes bent upon internecine war. They have to 
I lo with a united people earnestly struggling for 
c.n independence they have el ready earned ones, 
uod which they will not e&silv abandon. 

Such a struggle Is? not to ba measured by the 
standard of our own Mexicau ctu piign. Fif- 
teen years ago Mexico was rent by taction. The 
popular and clerical parties divided the State, and 
oaoh was ready to compound with any power 
which would leave It tha pi s?ee&ion of office. 
The capital was thronged with ?peculatorp, whose 
business It was to sell oat the Government, time 
ana again to the best bidder. The commander of 
tho army was »n object of distrust and interne 
aversion to a raajoii y of the people. who, Indeed, 
believed qoite generally that He nad been bribed 
to betray iho national canoe. Little earnest re- 
sist moo was, therefore, opposed to the march of 
ei:hor Taylor or Scott. To resist them, there 
was no such uprising en masse , oa we w lines e ?o- 
day. No one dreamed that the national Inde- 
pendence was endangered. And how different 
was the rentier eat then from what it is now we 
may mere completely realize when we remember 
with what earnestness Gen. Scott whs implored, 
by the principal statran en of Mexico, iho war 
being over, to remain with bis army for tome 
years, if not permanently in the Republic, as a 
guarantor of jioace, order, aud sound govern- 
ment. 

Unaided with thsse or any similar condition?, 
tho Allies have undertaken a w*r v.i h an inceos- 
ed aid implacable enemy four thousand miles dis- 
tant, and we have no hesitation in expressing oar 
beifof that they have undertaken what they can 
only uocomphbh, if they accomplish it at ail, af- 
ter a oonteet which will ruiaocriy tux the resour- 
ces of the belligerent?, last through long years, 
and weary the patience of discontented populi- 
tiens at home And y6t they are so cormniited, 
that an abandonment cf the attempt would bo 
practically Impossible. 

In this view of tho Mexican Irabrogln, we see 
escape from the dangor to ourselves that would 
have been involved in a short and aucc««'‘fal 
campaign, and the subjugation of our neighbors. 
Whatever d>ifp they have entertained of 

turning th;.ir victorious energies upon this coun- 
try, the allies must buve dbcirdad. The' imino- 
diaie lack before lh«ra is enough. It promises 
them co Itl-ure. It threatens to m- k* a formid- 
atle addition to budgets, over which their Min- 
isters of Finance already sicken, and which th y 
Beak to reduce by the utmost ingenuity in the 
contrivance cf retrenchments. In this forcible 
intervention both France and England have de- 
parted from their traditional policy. They have 
done eo without any popular impulse; ana *fcen 
the burdens created by the mistake com* to be 
imposed, the French and ErglUh will be prompt 
to ask, whst busine s had ei; her Government to 
embark in an enterprise to which they had no 
proper vocation, and which involve? conse- 
quences thar another century will be required to 
kDit tp. To this reckoning i: is hardly probable 
they will add a .still larger bill, arising out of 
Interference in tho domestic difficulties of thb 
country.

Foktbess Monroe, Feb. 11. 

By the flag cf truce we have tho following 
particulars through rebel sources of the complete 
success of Burnside’s forces at R isnoke Island. 
Tho Ulaod has fleea tasen possesion of by the 
Ftdarals, and Commander Linch’s fleet com- 
pletely destroyed. Elizabeth city was attacked 
on 8unday, and evacuated by tbe inhabitants. 
It was previously burned, whether by our shells 
or by the inhabitants is not certain. The first 
news of tha defeat arrived at Norfolk on Sunday 
afternoon, and earned great excitement. — 
The previous news was very satisfactory, 
stating that the Yankees had been decoyed 
for the purpose of drawing them into a trap. 
The robel force on the island is supposed to have 
been a liti le over 3 000 effective fighting men. 
General Wise was not present during the engage- 
ment. When the rituation became dangerous he 
was removed to Norfolk. All tbe gunboats but 
one were taken and that one escaped up a creek, 
and was probably also dcs'royed. 

One report at Norfolk says only seventy, and 
another only two hundr ed escaped from tho island. 
Gen. Huger telegraphed to Richmond that only 
sixty on the island escaped. There appears to bo 
no bright side of the siory for the rebels. The 
Richmond Examiner of this morning says, iu a 
leading editorial : Tin loisof an entire army on 
Roanoke Island is certainly tne moet painful event 
of the war. Tho intelligence by telegraph yes 
terday is fully confirmed. 2,500 brave troops on 
an island iu the sea were exp sad to all the forej 
of Burnside's fleet. They resisted with e nrage ; 
bat when 15,000 men were landed against them, 
a d their retreat being cut off by the surrounding 
element, they were forced to surrcod r. This is a 
repetition of 11 .tteras od a large tcale. 

The following are the telegraph de*p tches on 
the suljtct in the Richmond papers of this morn- 
ing : 

Norfolk February 10. — The latent news statre 
that O Jennings Wise, ion of Governor Wise, 
of Virginia, was shot through the kip aid 
disabled, though the wound is not inert 1 
Major Laoser and Lieutenant Miiler are mortallv 
wounded. About 300 confederates were killed. 
Ourv/ound<d number over 1,000. The number 
of Yankees wounded is about the same. Mid 
shipman Gimm had bis arm shot off. The other 
casualties are unimportant. 

A late arrival this morning says Elizabeth 
City has bean shelled and burned by the Yan 
He«s, and their army i* pushing on through to 
Edenton. 

Second Despatch, — Norfolk, Feb 10. — A rumor 
has prevailed that Commander Linch's fl j et of 
gunboats had been captured. It is not regarded 
as true, but it is believed that all were burned by 
the Confederates to prevent their capture, wiih 
the exception of oae, which was endeavoring to 
make its escape. Ihe fi-»et went to Elizabeth 
City from R.»anoke Island, and was probably 
burned at the former place. 

Third Despatch — Norfo'k t Feb. 10 — Received in 
Richmond at Midnight . — A ct.urlor arrived hero 
this afternoon at 4 o’clock and brought intelli- 
gence that Elizabeth City was burned this morn- 
ing by the inhabitants. During the conflagra- 
tion, tbe Federals landed a largo fores. 

All our gunboare but one were captured by 
tbe enemy. 

General Wias had r.ot yet arrived at Norfolk. 

The following is the very latest: 

[From to-day's Day Book.] 

A courier arrived here yesterday afternoon 
about 3 o'do:k from whom wo gsthsr the follow- 
ing iufoimation: 

The enouiy advanced in full force upon Eliza- 
beth City yesterday about 7 o’clock and began 
the attack up in that place. Tho citizen?, finding 
resistance v»in, evacuated the placi ; but before 
doing so, set fire to the town, and when cur in 
formant left it was still in flames. We have 
also to record the capture by the enemy of all onr 
little fleet except the Fanny or Forest, oar infor 
m*.&t is not cerririn which. This boat eluded the 
oa**my and made up the Fa$quztank river. 
was pursued, however, and fears ara entertained 
that she, too, was captured. 

It is said that, before our boat? surrendered 
they were abandoned and that thoir crews suc- 
ceeded in making their escape. If so, we tire at 
a loss to conjecture why the boats wore not fired 
fcefi re being abandoned. The dila tor to our lit- 
tle fleet is attributed to the fact, that, having ex- 
hausted the supply of coal and ammunition, they 
proceeded to Elizabeth City for the purpose of 
obtaining a supply. Every effort was mads to 
obtain coal but without success, nor, for want 
thereof, oould they return to the island aud 
lend any assistance whatever to the forces. 

A)1 the datails as published with raferer.oa to 
the capture of Roanoke Island are confirmed by 
the courier, who represents our lcaa at 300 killed 
and wounded and that of the enemy at not leas 
than 1,000. Great havoc was made among them 
while coming up tbe road leading to the Fort. 

Our forces brought to bear upon them two 32 
pounder?, and at every fire their ranks v/ere ter- 
ribly thinned. The places of tho fallen wore, 
however, quickly filled. Park Point battery was 
m . unfed by tho Itichmond Blues, and most nobly 
did they defend it. During tbe conflict they 
were attacked by a whole regiment of zouaves, 
and though completely overpowered, they stood 
their ground nobly, nor did they yield a foot 'till 
all, save seven fell, bleediig, to the ground. 

There is good reason to believe that bad Col. 
Ilenningrren, with his artillery, boen on the bland, 
we woald not have been forced to surrender The 
lack of field pieoes was sorely felt, and had they 
been at hand, the enemy perhaps would never 
have been able to have landed bis fore. a. Hcn- 
ningsen had orders, we understand, to report tt 
Roam k s Mand, but, bv some misunderstanding, 
he mistook Elizabeth Uity fri the place of destin- 
ation. Captain Taylor, of th s city, b represent- 
ed as having distinguished himself. 

In addition to the above are many rumors we 
might give, but a a they are nothing more than 
rumor we prefer withholding them. Among them 
bone, however, woithy of notice, that General 
Wise had been shot while in an ambulance on his 
way to Norfolk. So far as we have been able to 
loarn, we can only account for the sta'.omeot by 
supposing that the name of the General was 
confounded with that of his son, who b reported 
among the killed. 

It is reported that one regiment from Massa- 
chusetts wus badly cut up, but it b impossible to 
asoertain which of the five that were attached to 
the expedition. 

The news received to-day occasions great ex- 
citement at Old Point. A steamer with official 
despatches from General Burnside is hourly ex- 
pected. The prl oners captured numbar at least 
2,000, and will be here io a few days. 

All the Southern papers received are unanim- 
ous in admitting th3 complete victory of our 
t loops and that ibe loss or the bland is a very 
serious one. 

Fortress Mosroe, Feb. 11. 

A flag of truce was sent to Crar.ey bland early 
this inorrlag to inform Bu^er that the prisoners 
of war from Fort Warren arrlvtd in tnebaik 
Trinity last eight. The bark was accordingly 
towed up opposite Sewell’s Point by a steamer. 
At 10 o’clock the rebel steamer West Point cams 
out from Norfolk and the prisoners were trans- 
ferred. 

They nurabsr four captainp, three fir?t lieute- 
nant?, six second lieu'enants, two thiid lieuten- 
ants, and 380 others rank and fiie and colored 
servants They were taken at Hattcras and Sauta 
Rosa, and are the la^t of tbe prisoners of war at 
Fort W*rr«n except Commander Barron. Tho 
passage hero from Boa‘on h is boen quite unplea- 
sant on account of the horrid condition of the ves- 
sel, but the rrboners are all enjoying as go(<d 
health ns could be expecrei. 

It was generally supposed hire that the small- 
pox was prevalent on board, but on the authoriiy 
of Lieut. Buell, who corats in change, from Fort 
Warren, ths statement is positively denied. 

The prisoners having been transferred to tbe 
West Point, the Trinity was towed beck to her 
anchorage in the roads. Stv ral pa?feng*ir8 were 
brought from Noi folk. fine lu ding Capt. J. T. Mor- 
rell of the transport O-ceolu. 

T lie Osceola Wes a part of General Shstman s 
expedition and was wrecked on the coa t cf 
Georgia on the 22d of N,'vem‘3er Lost, when the 
captain and the whole crew w*,re takon prisoners.

Our afficers were assur d 
that if thev would wreit a few days a whole regi 
meut could be raised, ar.d if the Government 
would give them arms to defend themselves, thsy 
could bring Tennessee back into the Union in a 
few months. They said that when the secession 
irdnanee was pcsied, armed men stood at tbo 
pel's, and everything went as certain policLians 
Said. 

At Savannah, Clifton, Eistpori, and Florence 
tho officers and men of our hoits went ashore 
without arras and mingled frotly with the people.
